Silver Question depends on the United 
States Government, An account of an 
interview between a Pall Mall Gazette 
reporter anda Mr. Moreton Frewen, 
which appeared early in April, has been 
mado the occasion of discussing the 
position of silver and ventilating aug- 
gestions intended to remedy the evil 
effects which cheaper silver will, it ia 
supposed, bring upon merchants and 
ou the Inbouring classes, whose wolfaro 
depends on the condition of trade, 
Mr, Frewen does not seem to under- 
stand the operation in India of the fall 
the price. of silver, for he talke of 
the ryot baving to produce 120 pounda 
of cotton—when silver shall Lave fallen 
so much as to make the rupee worth 
1 in exchange—where 60 pounds 
would formerly have enabled him to 
buy a sovereigu’s worth of Manchester 
goods. But the purchasing value of the 
ropee in Iudia remains about the same 
as it was when si 
cent, dearer. And as the 
of value of the native of Iudia will 
always be the rupee, it is likely that 
that coin will be as valuable to him as 
fa purchasing medium for all he wants, 
should it ever fall to 1/— in exchange, 
as when it was worth 2/—in commerce 
and accounts, But the important part 
of Mr. Frewen's commanioation is in 
Amerioa holding the futare of silver in 
her bands.’ If the Bland Ac! imply 
repealed, a fresh crisis in prices will 
result, that is, the valaes of produce 
will fall all over the world. And the 
extent of the fall, in Mr. Frewen’s 
opinion, may be mensured by his ex. 
pectation that the price of silver would 
probably decliue to 42d, the onuce, if 
the accamalated stock of silver in the 
United States ‘Treasury were thrown 
upon the market, which would make 
the value of the standard dollar 72 
cents. But the United States Govern. 
ment is uot at all likely to throw on the 
market the hundred millions of dollars, 
more or less, which it holds, Tts doing 
so would not only bring down the 
price of silver, but it would render 
the produce which the United States 
sells practically valueless fora time at 
least, by the fallin values which would 
immediately ensue from the appreciation 
of gold, Europe is too good a customer 
to the United States for the Govern- 
ment of the Intter to take action 
which would seriously injare the com- 
mercial interests and paying power of 
their best coustituents, and, if the 
Cabinet did so, it is improbable 
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that Congress would pnaa their mea- 
eures, When the Bland Act is repealed 
the stock of silver in the Treasury 
vaults will not be sold without reserve.

All remedies that have been suggested 
would at the best have only a partial 
offect, Wo uoticed one the other day 
which seomned to have received approval 
iu America, but as far ns we under- 
stood its proposnls they appenred de- 
signed only to protect the Goverument 
from any further loss consequent on a 
decline in the value of silver for which 
tho ‘Troasury lind granted certificates. 
Thor ia not much to be hoped from 
that. Again, « Correspondent of the 
Japan Gazette proposes to demonetize 
gold aud make silver the universal 
currency of the world, An Indian 
contemporary proposes a heavy import 
daty on gold, which it considers a 
luxury to the native, who either has it 
converted into jewellery or hoards it. 
‘Vhis Inter suggestion would probably 
bo defeated by gold being smuggled 
into the country. Bat anything which 
will decrense the import of gold into 
Indin, where it disappears aud be- 
comes useless to the commerce of 
the world, is worthy of attention, and 
equally so anything which would induce 
the natives to part with their hoards. 
If this were effected to a large extent 
it would reanimate trade like the dis. 
covery of now gold mines, and the 
efforts of the Government should be 
directed to this object as soon as

Ir ie porbaps rather a bazardons task 
to attempt to pronounce definitively 
upon the merits of the Franco-Chinese 
‘Treaty from the uuavoidably meagre 
abstract transmitted to us from official 
souroes, or even the somewhat faller 
vorsion given by a Correspondeut 
of the Shén Pao. Granting, however, 
that the schedule we first published 
fairly represents the salient points 
provided for in the fall document, 
the general opinion will be that the

. favourable to China than to France.

Pao-shéng and Langson are, 
appareutly, not French territory ; on the 
coutrary, they are to remain ander the 
fiscal administration of China, and 
Frauce is to acknow’ 1 the 
most formal manuer possible—namely, 
by sending Consuls to reside there, 
The Skén Pao oxpr “north of 
Langeon,” is too indefinite to form any 
basis for argament, and while it may 
be correct it is not official. We can 
ouly argue upon the version that was 
received by the local mandarins aud by 
ourselves; and in the provision as 
therein stated it is difficult not to see 
afiual French defeat. Such an ar- 
rangemeut would have been impossible 
if, when they had actually gained pos- 
session of Langson, the French had 
been content to hold it. The fatal 
mistake they made in deserting it to 
engage in a useless pursuit has been 
attended with what all Frenclimen if not 
all foreigners will agree in considering 
a most disastrous aud regrettable ro- 
sult. Langsou is the place where Col. 
Dagenne met with the disaster that 
resulted iu thebombardment of Foochow, 
Keelang, aud Chinkai, the seizure of 
the Pesoadores, the stoppage of rice~ 
































shipments, and the wholesale shedding 
of blood. It was at Langson that, 
according to the French theory, the act 
of treachery took place whioh ecos- 
sitated, or at any rate led to, all the 
trouble, mischief; and wasteful expoudi- 
ture of the past year, It was ab 
Langson that, only a few weeks ago, 
the French achieved a signal victory 
followed by a signal and most ex- 
asperating defeat; aud now that they 
are not to have Langson after all, but 
simply to reside there as aliens, repre- 
sented by Consuls accredited to Chineso 
tax-collectora, the position must be “ast 
galling. Whether any other artauge- 
meut would have beeu more consonant 
with poetic justice we need not now 
stop to enquire. We have never held 
it as proved that treachory did take 
place a yearago, while the purity and 
rightoousness of the French cause ab 
initio is a question that has been * 
thresbed out to a gauzy thinness and 
rownins a question still. At any rate 
we have no intention of reopening it; 
wo simply point to the net result of 
the whole business, aud lot our renders 
draw their own conclusions, ‘The 
next point is that commoroiul rela- 
tions are to be established “ by Innd” 
between Pei Ch‘i and the two Chinese 
provinces of Yiiunan and Kunngsi. 
Whe Songkoi, or Red River, is, then, 
uot to be opened; and it would be 
interesting to kuow on what ground 
this has not been insisted on. It is 
true that Mr, James George Scott, 
in his recent work on “France and 
Ponquin,” poiuts out that the Red 
River is, after all, not worth having us 
wcommercial highway, Many causes 
combine to render it comparatively 
useless, and it may have been considers 
ations of this nature which decided the 
French to waive their claim for the 
right of opeu navigation, Still, the fact 
remains that, to all appearance, tho 
claim bas been waived ; and Lhe Chinese 
ure scarcely likely to Iny much strews 
upou the actual reasous which led to 
the abandonment of the desi by 
Frauce, That the latter country is 
about to coustruct a railway in Pei 
Ch, or the north of Tonquin, is w 
matter for congratulation, though bere 
again we fail to see why the fact should 
Lave been stated in au instrament of 
mutual agreement, ‘Tonguin belongs 
either to China or to Fre If it be 
longs to China, France has fought for 
an idea, gained nothing, and lost every- 
thing. If it belongs to Frauce, sho 
cau do as she likes there, and it is no 
more wecessary to inform China that 
she is going to make a railway than 
that she is probably going to open ca/is 
chantants. It is not stuted where the 
termini of the railway are to be; if 
one is to be on the Chinese side of 
the frontier a great gain will no doubt 
have been procured, but of this there 
is no mention, It is true that the 
Chinese words Pei Ch‘i, that we havo 
translated “the north of Tonquin,” 
eau literally “the uorth boundary ;” 
but the term is applied to the uortliern 
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portion of ‘Tonquin itself, and has been 
need in that sense ever since the dispute 
began, aud it must-be clear that if the 
railway wero intended to ran across 
the frontier that fact would be distinctly 
stated, The three remaining provisious 
are nob significant. ‘The “immediate 
withdrawal” of French troops of course 
applies to the troops which till Intely 
were holding hostile positions guoad 
China, and not to those in the occupa- 
tion of Tonquin; and. about this there 
will be no difficulty. On the whole, 
tho arrangement must be a disappoint- 
ing one for France, and when we take 
into consideration the lavish expoudi- 
tare of lives, and blood, and money, 
that has been going on for the sake of 
this miserable aud unhealthy jungle 
during the past two years, the compari- 
son of their position to-day with that 
provided for them by the Bourés Treaty 
in 1882 must prove to the French, at 
ast, that the game has not been worth 
the candle. 








DIET AND OLD AGE, 
Vaene is w legend extant that some 
genial person ouce expressed it as his 
opinion that the great mistake people 
in Shanghai made was that they ate 


too much and drauk too little. The 
latter part of this assertion will no 
doubt appear to most of our renders 
somewhat audacious; for abstemious- 
ness in fluids, alcoholic aud other, las 
not hitherto beon counted among the 
many virtues to which Shanghailanders 
cau lay claim, The whole statement, 
however, may fairly be called in ques- 
tion, for the simple reason that it is a 
gouoralisation, and goneralisations are, 
if not dangerous, at least very untrust- 
worthy things, At the same time the 
accusation of over-feeding—which is a 
vather coarse way of putting it, but is 
not intended as implying anything 
necessarily coarse in itself—is perhaps 
not altogether without foundation ; and 
if any residonts at this port or nt any 
other ports in China feel their need of 
guidance in this supremely important 
mattor of diet, they cannot do better 
than read Sir Houry Thompson's in- 
toresting and instructive article upon 
it in the May namber of tho Nineteenth 
Century. is contains, amidst much 
amusing illustration and advice, two 
or three vital principles, in accordance 
with which every man who desires to 
possess the wens sana in corpore sano 
would do well to regulate bis habits, 
‘Tho first and most obvious of these 
may be called, for the sake of 
convenience, the principle of income 
and output, the due relations of 
which caunot be neglected without 
signs of mischief from some quarter, 
Sir Henry is emphatic upon this point, 
though Le makes liberal allowance for 
the transgressions of a young aud lusty 
Appetite in a way that reminds us of a 
Beond Church theologian who should 
deal loniently with the other sins of 
youth. Tt must be evideut that tie capa 
vity for storage differs widely in dif- 
fereut persone, aud wuoh depeuds upon 


























the power of the constitution to rid 
itself of the superflucus matter foisted 
upou it by au inexperienced feeder. 
Some persons, it is clear, have a much 
more capacions godown than others, 
“A young fellow in the fulue 
health,” writes Sir Henry ‘I! 
“and habituated to daily acti 
the open air, may, ander the stimalas of 
appetite aud enjoyment in gratifying 
it, often largely exceed both in quantity 
and variety of food what is necessary 
to supply all the demands of his 
system, without pnying’a very exorbi- 
tant price for the indulgence. I the 
stomach is sonsitive, or uot very power- 
fal, it sometimes rejecis an extravagant 
ration of food, either at once or goon 
after tho surfeit has been committed ; 
but if the digestive force is cousider- 
able, the meals, Labitually superabun- 
daut as they may be, nro gradually 
absorbed, and the surplus faud of 
uatriont material unused is stored up 
in some other form.” This reads almost 
like au encouragement to overfeed ; bat 
it applies solely to those who take a 
regular amouut of outdoor exercise, 
and who do not mind an occasional 
bilious attack in order that (heir ace 
counts may bo squared from time 
to time. “Those who, while eating 
heavily, load lazy and inactive lives, 
are accumulating ill-health at com- 
pound interest, for the balance of

Aud she 
ives him a stronger hint even thau 
this, She takes away his teeth, so that 
he cau’t eat solids, whether he wants 
to or no; and although there are some 
old gontlemen so lameutably uuable to 
recognise blessings in disguise as to go 
to a dentist in order that the deficiency 
may bo repaired, they counteract the 
designs of Nature by so doing, and

e are being lighted it is 
like going into au oven, and the return to 
the open air reminds you forcibly of the 
heated atmosphere of Montreal hotels, 
where inside the temperature is perhaps 
over 70 dog. and on going out of the front 
dour you auddenly find yourself in an 
atmosphere several degrees below zero, 
‘This is putting it vory mildly, for in a 
room with 300 fires the heat is far more 
intense. It takes time for the fires to 
settle down, and the red hot charcoal has 
to be broken up with iron implements ; the 
red hent has to penetrate to the vory core 
of the charred branches or, portions of 
trees, aud when no smoke whatever issues 
from the fire holes, the firing men place on 
top of the embers a thick covering of ashes 
of paddy husk, which deadens and tem- 
pera the heat to such au extent that in the 
course of 12 or 16 hours from the time the 
blazing Jumps of chorcoal wero placed in 
the fire holes it is safo to place the baskets 
containing tea-leaves over them. ‘The 
baskets are cylindrical in # q 
foot in diamoter and about 
they ate divided in two by a sieve partition, 
and on top of this sieve the toa is placed, 
‘Lhe teas brought down from the hills and 
ten districts have undergone tho aun-drying 
aud absorbing process, have boon fried iu 
an iron pau, have been tivisted by hand 
after passing through the rapid frying pro- 
cess, and on occasions aro baskei-fired up 
couutry. But the up-country process of 
preparation is insufficient to permit of the 
leaf being shipped away to a foreign coun- 
try ; it has, therefore, after you have pur- 
wed it, to be “cured” properly and 
finally at’ Twatutia. Every particle of 
moisture has to be extracted in the final 
process, previous lo packing the leaf in 
Jend-lined chests, 

Whenever Chineto colonists are sent to
